4. The Ravenswood School Dis- 
trict Citizens’ advisory committee 
declared it would not support 
Lowe’s program, and submitted 
one of its own which, it. said, 
would provide adequate school fa- 
cilities during the next four years 
without subjecting taxpayers to 
the hardships of the “pay as you 
go” plan. 

5. San Carlos area secessionists, 
as of yesterday, appeared to be 
adopting a “wait and see” attitude

Burgess Fears 
Fight Will Kill 
Willow Project 


Reports of imminent death of 
the Willow-Sandhill road link as 
part of the state highway system 
have been greatly exaggerated, 
Mayor Charles P. Burgess said, in 
effect, this week, but he admitted 
that the patient still is critically 
ill. 

And in a statement to the Re- 
corder yesterday, he observed that 
“any controversy (such as the cur- 
rent one between city councils of 
Palo Alto and Menlo Park, con- 
cerning routing of the link) would 
certainly result in no action in the 
legislature. 

“The present controversy with 
regard to the route certainly will 
kill the bill unless it is soon re- 
solved,” he continued. 


Burgess made his statements 
when asked to interpret recent 
action of the California Major 
Highways committee, in which 
that agency asked that no more 
mileage be included in the state 
system since present mileage 
cannot be maintained with ex- 
isting funds. 1 


Cities of Menlo Park and Palo 
Alto have been seeking inclusion 
of the portion of Willow road 
from Bayshore highway to Middle- 
field road—and the presently non- 
existent link from Middlefield to 
El Camino--in the state route 
setup.” ~ 

“Of particular interest to Menlo 
Park, said Mayor Burgess, ‘was 
the report to the committee that 
there are about 60 bills before the 
legislature for the inclusion of an 
aggregate of 1000 additional miles 
into the highway system. 

“The committee voted to reaf- 
firm its position of opposition to 
inclusion of any substantial addi- 
tional mileage into the system... . 

“This position would not neces- 
sarily call for opposition to the 
inclusion of the Willow-Sandhill 
link into the state system.” 

Mayor Burgess attended the 
committee’s meeting Monday, as 
president of the League of Califor- 
nia cities. 

The major highways committee 
is composed of five members each 
from the league, the county super- 
visors association, the California 
State Chamber of Commerce, the 
California State Automobile asso- 
ciation and the Automobile club 
of Southern California.

Menlo Park 


To Get New 
Census Soon 


Uncle Sam is going to count nos- 
es in Menlo Park again soon. And 
it is expected to reveal a popula- 
tion of close to 25,000. 

The city council Tuesday night 
authorized request for a special 
census of city population as soon 
as it can be arranged. Cost of the 
project, according to an estimate 
of the U. S. Bureau of Census, will 
be about. $3455. The city expects 
to realize an increase of some $20,- 
000 a year in revenues as a result 
of it. 

A portion of all funds collected 
by the state in thy form of gaso- 
line taxes and motor vehicle fees 
is distributed to cities on the basis 
of their populations according to 
the last official federal census. 
This means that a city receives 
from the state an average of about 
$7 for each officially counted re- 
sident. 

22,003 IN °52 

On the basis of new dwelling 
units completed since the last spe- 
cial census in 1952, city officials 
estimate the city has gained some 
2500 to 3000 inhabitants since that 
time, when the count was 22,003. 

“I don’t see how we can lose,” 
commented Councilman William 


unanimous, the council approved 
the request for the count and auth- 
orized issuance of a warrant for 
$1455 to the Bureau of Census for 
preliminary expenses. About $2000 
additional will be spent locally to 
hire census-takers and pay operat- 
ing expenses, Director of the Cen- 
sus Robert W. Burgess estimated 
in a letter to City Manager C. L. 
Longson. 

Date for the count will be set by 
Harry L. Nolder, regional super- 
visor of the census bureau in Los 
Angeles. It probably will be sched- 
uled at the same time as a similar 
undertaking now planned for Pa- 
lo Alto later this spring. 


Village Sale 
Papers Still 
Awaited Here. 


Federal officials have still not 
forwarded final documents con- 
cerning conditions under which 
they will sell the Stanford Village 
area to Stanford university,’ but 
this will not influence university 
trustees’ decisions as to whether 
or not they will purchase the 
land. 

This was indicated this week by 
Dwight Adams, university — busi- 
ness manager. Adams also said 
he “could not conceive” how the 
trustees could arrive at a final, 
complete decision until their 
April meeting. Next gathering of 
the university’s governing board 
is March 17. 

The documents not forwarded 
by the federal government in- 
clude those setting a valuation 
on non-student housing build- 
ings in the Village. Stanford 
owns the buildings being used 
for housing. 

Actually, Adams explained, the 
edifices in question may be given 
a valuation close to zero, because 
the buildings must soon be aban- 
doned anyhow. 


“Even if the documents were to 
arrive today,’ Adams said early 
this week, “too much work re- 
mains to be done to present the 
whole picture to the board next 
Thursday.”

Construction of New 


Ground was broken Saturday for 
a new, five-classroom unit to house 
the first five grades at St. Joseph’s 
school, Emilie avenue and Park 
lane, in Atherton. The new unit 
supplements rooms in the present 
school building, constructed in 
1906, which it is hoped can be raz- 


ed following commencement in 
June. 
The present school edifice, 


which has served for the past 50 
years and in which two genera- 
tions of the area’s parochial school | 
students have received education, 
was donated by the late Mrs. Jos- 
eph Donohoe in 1906. It opened 
with an enrollment of 70 pupils 
and a faculty of four. 

Enrollment has grown with 
the population of the area, now 
numbering about 300 and the 
faculty has been increased to 
eight. 

Mrs. Donohoe designated the So- 
ciety of the Sacred Heart as the 
order to operate the school.

Junior Statesmen 
Hear of Challenge 
Facing Democracy 


“Democracy Challenged From 
Without” was the topic on which 
Dr. David G. Rempel spoke to 
delegates from 12 chapters of the 
Junior Statesmen of America, 
Golden Gate Region of California, 
at their convention at Menlo-Ath- 
erton high on Saturday. M-A’s 
chapter president Margaret Roehr 
opened the convention and intro- 
duced Dr. Rempel, who is head 
of the Social Studies department 
of the College of San Mateo. 

Dr. Rempel’s address was con- 
cerned with Russia’s outlook on 
the western world. He first de- 
scribed the two economic sys- 
tems, Russia’s communism and 
the western countries’ capitalism, 
which have evolved different cul- 
tural patterns. 

He pointed out that Russia 
has a feeling superiority over 
the other European cultures. 
In addition, Dr. Rempel said 
that Russia, besides promoting 
the spread of communism, is 
concerned with maintaining it- 
self as a great power. 

To combat this power, the west- 
ern democracies must find the 
weaknesses of the rival system 
and exploit these weaknesses. We 
also need to strengthen the 
countries which are under the 
spell of communist doctrine and 
work to win over the peasantry 
within Russia, Dr. Rempel said. 
LATER SESSION 

The afternoon session was con- 
cerned with legislative action on 
several bills. Two resolutions, 
that the poll tax should be abol- 
ished and that traffic signs should 
be synchronized, were passed by 
the body. Two others, that Russia 
should be expelled from the U.N. 
and that the U.N. should be sup- 
ported and strengthened, were de- 
feated in the voting. 

A recreation period, in which 
volleyball, basketball and _ ping- 
pong were played, followed the 
legislative session.

When he gets to San Francisco he is at that antique 
monster, the 3rd’ and Townsend street station, with insufferable 
facilities in an even worse location. 

». The city council is now going to face the problem of com- 
muter parking here. Let’s hope they find an answer. 

_,, Another inadequate link in the transportation system is the 
bus ride. Up and down El Camino Real you can go, if you wait 
long enough for a bus. 

Have you tried to ride a bus anywhere clse in the mid- 
Peninsula? In Menlo Park, in order to go east, you can catch a 
bus going west, ride it south, change to another and travel mostly 
north to arrive at your destination. 

But the biggest headache of all to all of us is our antiquated 
network of streets and highways. 

For years there has been talk of a Willow-Sandhill road 
connection, and this. year we almost thought it had become a 
possibility. We hoped that local county and city groups, with 
their pavements and patience exhausted, just might forget pet 
peeves and projects and band together to force such a link into 
the state highway system. Without state help and engineering 
such a project is out of the question. 

_ But it looks as if the trees, as usual are looming bigger than 
the forest. 

Shortsighted fear of an operation is preventing surgery to 
remove the cancer, despite the patient’s own awareness that his 
life-blood, his circulation, is slowing down as his arteries become 
more and clogged. 

. As.Mayor Charles P. Burgess points out in a news story else- 
where in this issue of the Recorder, failure to reach accord soon 
on the local level will kill the bills now in the state legislature. 
Those bills would schedule the “operation” at the hands of the 
state’s best surgeons, engineers of the division of highways. 

Actually, there are two patients in need of this operation, 
And Palo Alto is in-far more critical condition than Menlo Park. 
If Palo Alto officialdom continues to balk, we shall shake our 
heads and send flowers. 

Menlo Park, however, can do much to correct its local situ- 
ation by less drastic means. With or without the Willow-Sandhill 
artery, the vital east-west flow of traffic in this city can be greatly 
improved by linking Ravenswood and Menlo avenues with an 
underpass at the Southern Pacific crossing. We hope this will be 
accomplished regardless. 

But without bogging down in details, let us all keep in mind 
that all means of transportation must be greatly improved through- 
out the area if our communities are to maintain the characteristics 
that make them the most desirable of all places in which to live.

School 
Need 
Continues

Defeat again of the Sequoia Un- 
ion High School District bond is: 
sue places the adequate education 
of our upper grade elementary 
school children in question. 

In my opinion the program 
was reasonably worked out, and 
if adequate facilities are to be 
provided ultimately the cost 
will be no less if we vote $1,000,- 
000 at a time, or the $6,250,000 
in one lump sum. 

As before, the bond issue went 
down because San Carlos piled up 
a heavy negative vote and a luke- 
warm Redwood City and Belmont 
brought the ratio only to 56 per 
cent “yes,” 44 per cent “no.” 

Menlo Park, Las Lomitas, Rav- 
enswood, Portola and Greersburg, 
the southern five school districts, 
voted in the ratio of 75 per cent 
“yes” and 25 per cent “no,” but 
casting just under 40 per cent of 
the total vote were unable to 
bring the total ratio above 63% 
per cent “yes.” A 66%; per cent 
“yes” vote is neeessary for pas- 
sage. 

It is rather obvious after this 
vote that the Sequoia district is 
too large and unwieldy to be an 
effective educational unit. 

It is true that there are other 
districts larger, some of them 
four times or more, than Sequoia 
district. But the difficulty with 
Sequoia is that it is made up of 
five cities, each with its own 
standards, ideals, and individual 
ity, and sectionalism as a result is 
rampant. Working out a_ long 
range program acceptable to each 
of these sections is almost an im- 
possible task. 

While failure of this bond is- 
sue has turned many thoughts to 
the idea of a Menlo-Atherton un- 
ified school district, this should 
not be considered as a principal 


reason for reconstituting the dis- 
trict. 

I believe the principal reasons 
for such a unification would be 
equally valid had this bond issue 
passed by a large margin. 

The purpose of forming a city, 
and thereby accepting a large 
share of home rule, is to build a 
community in which democracy 
is practised on a level in which 
every citizen has an audible voice, 
and an opportunity of understand- 
ing the basic problems. 

No phase of local government is 
more vital than education, yet we 
are sharing our high school pro- 
blems and policies with a number 
of other incorporated and unin- 
corporated communities, 

If we controlled our own high 
schools, we could reflect in them 
the standards, policies and ideals 
of our own Menlo-Atherton com- 
munity, without regard for the 
aspirations of San Carlos, Bel- 
mont and Redwood City. We 
would take more pride in schools 
that were truly our own. 


There has been some argument 
that very large school districts can 
be operated more economically. I 
don’t think this faces up to the 
facts of life, for a governmental 
body inevitably becomes more in- 
efficient after it expands past an 
optimum level. And Menlo-Ather- 
ton has an assessed valuation of 
about $43,000,000, more than about 
one-quarter of California’s cities. 

Interested parties are now en- 
gaged in studying ways and means 
to proceed with this endeavor, 
and perhaps will have an answer 
in about two weeks.

OLD OAKS FELLED 


Editor ,the Recorder: 

Last week two of Menlo’s finest oak trees 
were bulldozed to earth on the Bettencourt mar- 
ket site (Chestnut and Menlo Ave.). Was this 
destruction necessary? Does it signal the further 
destruction of most or all of the remaining oaks 
and other large trees in the central business dis- 
trict, as stores, office buildings and parking lots 
are constructed? : 

It seems to me that Menlo Park would have 
much to lose from such a pattern of develop- 
ment. If I may quote the editorial of your 
esteemed Palo Alto contemporary on March 5, 
1955: “It is becoming apparent at last that we 
must take action to save the old trees whenever 
possible or we will lose much of California’s 
characteristic beauty.” 

Some recent development has taken pains 
to save a tree on the site; the Oxford Delicates- 
sen, at its new location, is a case in point. More 
often, however, the tendency is to level the site 
and everything on it. 

It may cost money and it will certainly cost 
effort to preserve Menlo Park’s rural character 
and charm, especially in the central district. 
However, by acting now it should be possible to 
preserve a great deal at minimum expense. 
Development taking place now is setting the pat- 
tern for many years to come. The choice is 
between a central district which in charm and 
attractiveness, as well as efficiency, fits com- 
pletely in the community; or a gleaming desert 
of asphalt, concrete and brick which might just 
as well be located on the Bayshore flats. 

This is an expression of one citizen’s con- 
cern. I am sure there are others who feel as I 
do. It seems to me the City Fathers are in the 
position of trustees who will determine what 
kind of Menlo Park will ,be handed on to the 
next generation. Doubtless they will appreciate 
counsel from their constituents.

be paid for. The total bonded in- 
debtedness by that time will have 
been reduced to $4,936,000, and 
could easily be apportioned to the 
respective districts without being 
a burden to any of them. 

The proportionate increases in 
student population will have been 
provided for in the area where it 
is now predicted it will be most 
needed. 

This plan will not work an un- 
due hardship on anyone since the 
average cost will be less than 10 
cents per day for each taxpaying 
family. And the good part is that 
it will be paid for at the end of 
four years. ; 

Of course it will not meet all 
the needs forever but it will bring 
us up-to-date and by July, 1959, 
we can have five high schools op- 
erating with a capacity of consid- 
erably more than 9000 students 
and the District will own three ad- 
ditional sites, one in each of the 
possible new Unified Districts. 

Should re-districting prove un- 
desirable or unwanted, the pro- 
gram could continue unabated and 
uninterrupted and this subject 
should not become an issue in pro- 
viding these necessary funds for 
immediate needs. 


Finally, the first monies will be- 
come available under this plan for 
the budget immediately facing us 
and in sufficient amounts to carry 
on the program expeditiously and 
efficiently. Best of all, more than. 
one and one-half millions of dol- 
lars in interest will be saved; real 
estate values will be more stabil- 
ized because it will obviate the 
need for huge outstanding bond- 
ed indebtedness in the future and 
the investor can see the present 
bonded indebtedness being reduc- 
ed; industry seeking new locations 
will recognize a definite program 
designed to “pay as we go” and 
will want to settle here: and not 
the least of all is the fact that this 
permissive tax is a deductible it- 
em and therefore may mean less 
to many people. 


In conclusion, I know that this 
board cannot definitely pledge 
what future boards will do. Hav- 


ing rubbed elbows with six differ- 


ent trustees, I am now prepared 
to place my trust in them in real- 
ity. I would have complete confi- 
dence in any board elected by the 
voters of Sequoia High School Dis- 
trict to carry out this program if 
it is adopted and approved. 

I shall not be a candidate for re- 
election but I will support compe- 
tent candidates who will pledge 
themselves to this program if it

They are children of all faiths 
who are allowed to leave their 
regular classes to attend these 
schools of religion at one of three 
participating Protestant churches 
of parochial schools of the Roman 
Catholic church.

list of victims and even add a few 
more. It has been used safely on 
all kinds of plants grown in home 
gardens and to combat such pests 
as spider mites, aphids, scale in- 
sects, lacebugs, leaf miners and 
many foliage chewing insects. 

However, careful timing is es- 
sential with this chemical as the 
residual effect of malathion lasts 
only a few days. This is a blessing 
where pests are after ripening 
fruit and vegetables. 
INSURANCE 

Where long - time insurance 
against chewing insects is desir- 
ed, the addition of methoxychlor 
to malathion makes a potent drug. 
Methoxychlor complements it by 
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being more effective against some 
chewing insects and providing a 
much longer. period. of residual 
control. It is also one of the saf- 
est insecticides, its residue being 
a hazard to no one’s health. 

Chlordane remains outstanding 
for another group of bugs—those 
in lawns and underground, such 
as cinch bugs, white grubs of all 
kinds, wireworms, cutworms, cric- 
kets, ants and earwigs. 


There is a newer product called 
heptachlor which promises to be 
as good against the same list and 
a few more like the apple maggot, 
onion thrips, cucumber beetle, 
and European corn borer. It is al- 
so cheaper and effective at lower 
dosage rates than chlordane. 

Endrin deserves mention be- 
cause it is 80 to 90 per cent ef- 
fective against the corn earn- 
worm, and any gardener who 
has raised corn appreciates that 
problem. My only previous so- 
lution to this problem had been 
to plant my corn late, as the 
earworm has a fondness for the 
first crop ,smart fellow. 


There are no new developments 
in fungicides except that captan 
had proved ideal to mix with ma- 
lathion and methoxychlor for an 
all-purpose disease and insect com- 
bination spray. 

This can be mixed at home or 


bought in stores under various 
trade names. 

The most exciting developments 
are in the use of antibiotics, so suc- 
cessful in curing human ailments, 
in also controlling plant. diseases. 
Minute amounts are used and are 
absorbed by plant tissues. Used 
on a commercial scale, they have 
been effective against pear blight. 
BOMBS 

The aerosol bombs were used 
and enjoyed by many gardeners 
last year and. should continue to 
be popular. Most bombs contain 
rotenone -- pyrethrum mixtures 
which are deadly to a great num- 
ber of pests. These chemicals have 
no residual effect and thus must 
come in direct contact with. the 
pests. 

Some bombs contain DDT, lin- 
dane or methoxychlor for increas- 
ed residual killing effect. 

Plant foliage can be injured if 
the bomb is held closer than 12 
inches. One must also spray with 
a sweeping motion to avoid heavy 
wetting and consequent burning. 

Applications in bright sun- 
light will also burn foliage. It 
is pretty hard to get complete 
coverage without getting too 
close to cause burning, but for 
spot infestations on a favorite 
shrub, a bomb is ideal. Just re-

member to use it on a cloudy 
day, in late evening and when 
the air is. still. 

A word about DDT, much criti- 
cized and misunderstood. It is a 
“nerve poison” effective against 
insects in doses much too small 
to hurt animals or man. 

Used extensively during the war 
against all kinds of bugs, it was 
most dramatic in killing the mos- 
quitoes that carry malaria. Re- 
cently, however, some _ insects 
seem to be developing an immuni- 
ty. This can occur in a barn, where 
flies inbreed and one that becomes 
immune can pass on this trait. 
This situation does not yet trou- 
ble the home gardener. 


OTHER VILLAINS 

Several deaths have been blam- 
ed on DDT poisoning, but have 
been traced to solvents or other 
compounds used in the DDT spray. 
One warning to be watched is 
this: DDT can be stored in body 
fat, although in very small am- 
ounts. 

We probably eat a little DDT 
with every meal, but in three 
meals consume an amount less 
than two ten-thousandths of the 
smallest estimate of a lethal dose. 
(U. S. Public Health Service in- 
formation). 

Naturalists are concerned about 
DDT upsetting the natural balance 
of insect-bird-mammal life, or that 
birds might be killed by eating 
DDT-rich insects. So far no real 
evidence supports this but studies 
continue just to make sure.

GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF MARCH 10 

Roses are beginning to leaf out 
and it is a wise gardener who is 
prepared to face the spray pro- 
gram. 

Rust and mildew appear when 
the weather is cool but are easily 
controlled by a combination spray 
of fermate (for rust) and bordeau 
or Orthorix (for mildew) applied 
every two weeks. 

Aphis may appear, as they 
will on every plant in the gar- 
den. I have had great success 
controlling the mwith malathion 
sprayed on three times at three- 
day intervals. 

New rose bushes, properly plant- 
ed should not need feeding, but 
older ones do well with a half a 
teacup of commercial fertilizer 
scratched in around the roots ev- 
ery month from March to Septem- 
ber.

Primary purpose of the organiz- 
ation is “to perpetuate the spirit- 
ual ideals of the home,” and to 
stimulate and aid in the formation 
of habits making for health and 
character, 

Activities, which provide for op- 
portunities in learning and enjoy- 
ing all the correlated arts of 
homemaking, include creative 
arts, home craft, sports and games, 
outdoors (camping, and nature), 
frontiers (science and mechanics), 
citizenship and business. 
INTEGRAL PART 

An integral part of the overall 
program is guidance in inter-racial 
and international. understanding 
and responsibility. 

In summer camps sponsored by 
the organization, Camp Fire Girls 
actually live democracy and par- 
ticipate in swimming, dramatics, 
cook-outs, hand crafts, nature lore 
and conduct of their own affairs, 
as well as work for the good of 
the whole camp community.

MAIN HOUSE 
The main house is a two-story, 
eight-room structure built in the 
traditional manner.
